Miss Heilman let drop only one 
hint as to her past during the half- 
hour hearing. She denied that she 
la presently a Communist or that 
she ^d been one for the last two 
years*. She declined to state 
whether she bad been a member of 
the Communist party three years 
ago. 

Accompanied by Attorney 

Miss Heilman, blonde, forty-six 
and trim figured, was accompa- 
nied at the hearing by Joseph L. 
Rauh, Wa^ington attorney, 
but consulted him only once. Bhe 
wore a close-fitting black hat and 
a tailored brown - and - black 
'checked silk dress, and clenched 
a bandkerchif in clasped hands as 
she testified.
